| RALEIGH AT THECENTENNIAL. 


A fall accouut of the general pro- 
ceedings of the grand Centennial 
having already beer detailed in the 
NEws, we propose to devote this ar- 
ticle chiefly to our Raleigh boys for 
the benefit of our Local readers, The 
good order, fine display and excellent 
deportment of the various organiza- 
tions from Raleigh entitle ihem more 
than a brief passing notice, especi- 
ally as they are called upon to Cen- 
ten nialize only once in a hundred 
years. 
THE RALEIGH LIGHT INFANTRY, 


Capt Basil C. Manly, commanding, 
reached the Centennial city ‘‘safe and 
sound’? Wednesday morning at 7 
o’clock, and were received in due 


form by Capt Harry’s Mecklenburg 


| Zouaves and escorted to ‘‘camp’”’ at 


the foot of King Street, near the A. 
T. &0O. R R. depot. On the march 
through the city to camps the sol- 
dierly bearing, and fine appearance 
of this company was the theme of 
general remark,and old army officers 
spoke of their drilling in terms of 
highest praise. It was not to be 
wondered at then, that the company 
‘was honored in the grand parade 
with the ‘*‘Post of Honor,’ as the es- 
cort to the honored invited guests. 

On the parade their movement and 
deportment was especially observed, 
and modesty forbids us from stating 
the opinion of two army officers as 
the Raleigh Light Infantry (the 
new Company) passed their position 
on the street. ‘‘Whereall did well, it 
would seem invidious to discrimi- 
nate,’’ therefore we will say no more 
in their favor. They were the re- 
cipients of many receptions in the 
city by the most distinguished citi- 
zens and were presented with a hand- 
some boquet by Mrs. Stonewall Jack- 
son. 

On Friday, the Company paraded 
the streets, called on Gov. Vance, 
mayor Johnson, Col. Thos. Dewey, 
Mrs. Stonewall Jackson aud others, 
at each place firing a salute. The 
Camp was one of the most orderly 
points in the city. Capt. Manly and 
his efficent corps of officers main- 
tained a discipline equal to the regu- 
Jar army; though with,such material, 
the best young men of our city, he 
experienced no difficulty in handling 
them. 


Saturday morning the _ tents 
were struck at 5 o’clock, and 
marching through the city amidst 
the cheers of the citizens, the wav- 
ing of hankercheifs and a con- 
tinued bombardment otf boque's, 
reached the North Carolina Depot in 
time to take the 9 o’clock (A. M.) 
train for Greensborv. The company 
arrived home at 1 o’clock Sunday 
morning after a very fatiguing jour- 
ney, but without having received the 
slightest injury to limb or body. 


THE RALEIGH LIGHT ARTILLERY. 


This handsomely uniformed and 
well equipped company, commanded 
by Capt. A. B. Stronach, Lts. Lee, 
Devereux and Carmer, left the city 
on the same train with the Infantry 
and were receiyed in Charlotte with 
like honors. The attractive uniform 
of this company is identical to that 
of the old Confederate Artillery. 
Whether for this cause or some other 
they never appeared on parade with- 
out being greeted by long and cons 
tinued cheers. Considering the fact 
it is comparatively a new company, 
having enly been under drill about 
one month, their deportment in ev- 
ery respect was perfect, and elicited 
remarks of general commendation 
from every source. Army Artillery 
Officers said in our hearing that the 
‘“‘ firing’’ of the company could not 


have been excelled on this occasion 


by ‘‘regulars.’’ This company were 
also the recipients of the honors ex- 
tended the Infantry and everywhere 
concucted themselves with equal 
propriety. But for the sad misfor- 
tunein which two 0° their best me: 
were seriously injured by the prema- 
ture firing of the guns, (heretofore 
reported,) they too would have re- 
turned home, all in trim and crown- 
ed with honors. 


A large and handsome boquet was 
sent to this Company by a lady to be 
presented to its handsomest member. 
As we were not in uniform the honor 
was conferred on Capt. Stronach as 
we learn.

Fifty-Ninth An. ual Conventien of 
the Protestant Eprscopai Church 
in the Diocese ot North Carolina. 


The session of this Convention, 
held in Newberu week, was of 
interesting character to the 
Episcopal Church in tue State. 

In addition to tiie few particulars of 
the proceedings We have already 
given, We glean the subjoined con- 
jensed account from the Newbern 
Times of Saturday: 

Bishops and Lyman 
were both present. Thirty-two cler- 
cvmen Were present and fifty-six lay 
delegates. The annual sermon was 
preached by Rev. Aristides Smith, 
of Halifax. Rev. J. Worrall Lar- 
nour, of Goldsboro, was elected Sec- 
relary. 

Ou Thursday, on motion of Dr. 
Armand J. De. Rorsett, of Wilming- 
ion, the toliowing resolution, sigued 
by Bishops Atkinson and Lynan, 
was forwarded to the Charlotte Cen- 
tennial: 

“The Convention of the Protestant 
Episcopai Church in the Diocese of 
North Carolina sends its greetings 
to the eitizens of Charlotte, and to 
all (hose engaged there, in celebrating 
the Centennial Anniversary of the 
Mecklenburg Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, praying that peace and 
happiness, truth and justice, may be 
estiblished among us aud through- 
out our whole country forall genera- 
tious.”? 

Dr. Armand J. DeRossett was 
unanimously re-elected Treasurer of 
tbe Convention, 

Bishop Atkinson made astatement 
in regard to the late Dr. Mason’s 
pampliet on Baptism, commending 
iin the highest terms asa Work of 
great merit, aiid stated that persons 
desiring it could purchase Copies irom 
Rev. Dr. Marshall. 

The Bishop ou Thursday delivered 
his Annual Address, which was 
listened to attentively by tte Con- 
vention, and gave the Most cneering 
accounts of tbe progress cf the churcnu 
t\urvughout this State. 

Assisiant Bishop Lyman next de- 
livered his Address, whieh 
ie read iu an earnest apd forcible 
tuallicr, recounting the many la- 
bors and travels of the past year, ex- 
ieuding troma the seaboard to the 
Mountains. He commended the zeal 
and industry of the ladies of Christ 
Church in Newbern, whose devotion 
io their churebh had worked wonders, 
and deserved great merit for their 
untiriug efforts to beautify their 
church and forward tbe cause of 
Christ. He alluded also to ilie 
establishment of a school for boys 
uear Morganton, N. C.. as a most 
praiseworthy undertaking, stating 
tuat a beautiful site had been selected 
uud donated to the Church for the 
purpose, and the school, he hoped, 
would soon be in operation.
